To provide such detailed 
information as contained in the attached not only undermines the 
function of the oversight committee as a broker between the Agency 
and the Congress but also establishes a precedent of providing 
fulsome responses to individual requests. We therefore suggest 
that pro forma replies be sent to Representatives Ted Weiss and 
Clarence E. Miller acknowledging receipt of their correspondence 
and refer them to the House Permanent Select Committee on 
Intelligence .
